Support for young 
‘ not good enough ’

A damning report into Sur¬ 
rey’s children’s services has 
been released, finding chil¬ 
dren are suffering domestic 
abuse because of failings in 
the system. 

The county council “total¬ 
ly accepts” the services are 
not good enough, and said it 
is beginning to take steps to 
improve. 

Ofsted inspectors said 
although Surrey Council 
Council is making progress, 
senior leaders and council¬ 
lors were “far too slow” to re¬ 
act to their previous findings 
in a 2014 report, and have rat¬ 
ed the services “inadequate”. 

The report stated that de¬ 
spite repeated assessments 
over many years, children 
are still experiencing ne¬ 
glect, often being exposed to 
domestic abuse, and are left 
vulnerable to short and long¬ 
term risks to their health 
and development. 


A new executive director 
for children, families and 
learning was brought in on 
April 30, to try to turn the ser¬ 
vices around. 

Surrey’s cabinet member 
for children, Clare Curran, 
said: “We totally accept that 
the support we give to chil¬ 
dren and their families simply 
isn’t good enough and we’ve 
brought in one of the coun¬ 
try’s most highly-respected 
children’s services directors, 
Dave Hill, to spearhead the 
changes we need to make. 

“Ofsted recognises we have 
started the work but much 
more needs to be done and 
with Dave in place, we’ll build 
on this, so that support for 
children in Surrey is as good 
as it possibly can be.” 

The report mentions this, 
stating “the likelihood of 
long-overdue improvements 
gaining the necessary mo¬ 
mentum is now greater than 
at any point since the 2014 in¬ 
spection.” 

The Liberal Democrat op¬ 
position lamented the “lost 
years” for children in the 
council’s care. 


New leader Councillor 
Chris Botten said: “The 
publication today of the 
Ofsted report into Surrey’s 
children’s services makes 
difficult reading, and tells 
of a slow, almost dilatory 


approach to improvement 
since the last Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion. 

“I agree that the right 
leadership and governance 
arrangements are now in 
place to make rapid pro¬ 


gress, but am concerned 
about the lost years for the 
children in our care. Surrey 
County Council has been far 
too slow to recognise the ur¬ 
gent need for modernisation 
and improvement.”

Jobseeker’s on 
rise in borough

The number of young people 
claiming job seeker’s allow¬ 
ance in Epsom and Ewell has 
increased 50 per cent from 
last year. 

Statistics from the depart¬ 
ment of work and pensions 
show in April 1018 there were 
75 claimants aged between 18- 
24, up from 50 in April 2017. 

Across all ages, the change 
is less dramatic: 370 people 
were claiming in April 2017, 
in twelve months this has 
risen to 400. 

This means there is only 
an increase of eight per cent 
in total. 

However, of the 30 new 
claimants, 25 were age 18-24. 

It’s not clear why young 



people are now claiming 
more, but Sally Pound from 
Horsham Jobcentre suggest¬ 
ed many possible reasons for 
fluctuations. 

She said: “It could be they 
are leaving college, they 
could be care leavers, they 
could be people with a mental 
health issue who are taking 
longer to get back into work. 

“We need to make sure 
they are getting the support 


they need.” 

Through a partnership 
with Unilever, Epsom Job- 
centre has been offering work 
experience to young people, 
who are assigned a mentor 
and given interview practice. 

Some take to it so well they 
go on to apply for apprentice¬ 
ships with Unilever. 

Ms Pound added that the 
attitude towards people out 
of work has changed. “It’s 
not just ticking boxes. We 
approach them with a more 
holistic view, spending the 
quality time with that indi¬ 
vidual.” 

All Jobcentre sites within 
Surrey are preparing for the 
arrival of Universal Credit 
Full Service in the autumn. 

This means all new claim¬ 
ants will have to use the 
Universal Credit benefits 
system, but ‘legacy’ benefits 
claimants will still be able to 
receive jobseeker’s.

“It’s a little bit like Ameri¬ 
can Psycho, a really dry, funny 
film,” she said. 

Ali got into the film indus¬ 
try naturally She said: “I used 
to act about 10 years ago, a lot 
of students used to say ‘Come 
and work on our film for free’! 

“A friend said, ‘You’re the 
most organised person I know, 
why don’t you start produc¬ 
ing?” 

To pick the perfect director, 
Ali took to Pinterest to get the 
shortlisted candidates to cre¬ 
ate mood boards to see if their 
ideas were compatible. 

“I selected five directors 


based on their past work and, 
out of this five, I asked them 
to read the script and pick out 
images and screenshots from 
other films to portray how 
they see the film.”

Two banned from 
town centre pubs 

Order means pair cannot get drunk in public

Two men from Epsom have 
been given three year Criminal 
Behaviour Orders which bans 
them from being drunk in pub¬ 
lic in the borough. 

Craig Button, 33, and Tom 
Daly, 21, were given the order 
at Staines Magistrates Court on 
Tuesday, May 8. 

PC Elena Boafo from the Ep¬ 
som & Ewell Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team said: “The anti¬ 
social behaviour of Daly and 
Button was having a huge im¬ 
pact on other people in the bor¬ 
ough which is why we applied to 
the Court for the CBO to manage 
their behaviour. 

“The statements compiled 
from residents and business 
owners by both the Borough and 
ASB teams amounted to an over¬ 


whelming amount of evidence 
presented in court and we hope 
that as a result of these orders, 
we will reduce the negative im¬ 
pact they have had on the local 
community” 

“Button and Daly’s impact 
on their neighbours’ health and 
wellbeing was substantial - this 
involved fighting, smashing 
windows and furniture at their 
home address. 

“Both Daly and Button would 
get drunk in public places, be¬ 
coming abusive to members of 
staff, which would lead to them 
being violent towards both the 
public and police.” 

Under the conditions of the 
CBO the pair are prohibited 
from: 

1. Behaving in a manner or 
inciting others to behave in 
a manner either verbally or 
physically which causes or is 
likely to cause alarm harass¬ 
ment or distress to any person 
in the County of Surrey. 


2. Being intoxicated in any 
Public Place in the borough of 
Epsom and Ewell 

3. Entering any licensed prem¬ 
ises named in the Epsom Pub- 
Watch banning notice namely 
The Assembly Rooms (Wether- 
spoons), Fever and Boutique, 
Faraday, Slug & Lettuce, Boogie 
Lounge, Marquis of Granby, Ep¬ 
som Racecourse (Jockey Club), 
Albion, Rifleman, Jolly Coopers, 
The Rocket, Cricketers, Station 
(Stoneleigh) also premises Dia Y 
Noche and Maxy Express in the 
Borough of Epsom and Ewell. 

The order will remain in 
place for three years until May 
2021. 

If Button or Daly fail to comply 
with any of the conditions of the 
Order they will be committing 
a criminal offence and could be 
sent to prison or fined or both. 

You can report any breaches to 
Surrey Police on 999 in an emer¬ 
gency (breach happening now), 
or dialling 101.

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Report reveals 
progress made

Epsom and St Helier University 
Hospitals NHS Trust has made 
strides with the services it pro¬ 
vides despite still requiring im¬ 
provement overall, according to 
inspectors. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) has published its report 
into the trust. While the total num¬ 
ber of domains rated “good” has 
increased from 44 to 64, and none 
were “inadequate”, the score re¬ 
mains unchanged from 2015. 

In the report’s summary, it said: 
“Our overall findings indicated 
improvements and progress in 
many areas. Of the services in¬ 
spected, most were rated as good, 
apart from the emergency depart¬ 
ment on both sites, surgery on the 
St Helier Hospital site and medical 
care and maternity on the Epsom 
General Hospital site. 

“We found the urgent and emer¬ 
gency services on both sites re¬ 
mained as requires improvement. 
However, the responsiveness of 
both departments improved from 
requires improvement to good. 

“Caring remained as good, 



Daniel Elkeles, Epsom and St 
Helier trust’s chief executive 


whilst safe, effective and well-led, 
remained requires improvement.” 

The medical and critical care 
units, surgery facilities, services 
for children and maternity unit 
at St Helier Hospital all improved 
from their previous CQC ratings. 

For Epsom General Hospital, 
surgery became better - from 
‘requires improvement’ to ‘good’ 
- while the maternity unit stayed 
at ‘requires improvement’ and 
the medical care went down from 
‘good’ to ‘requires improvement’. 

It was also noted that the envi¬ 
ronment was ‘not always appro¬ 
priate’ for services being delivered 
in areas of the trust due to the es¬ 
tate’s structure and age, while ‘ex¬ 
tensive’ building refurbishments 


are being carried out at St Helier 
Hospital. 

Daniel Elkeles, Epsom and St 
Helier’s chief executive, said: “I 
am so pleased that so many areas 
that the CQC looked at have been 
rated as ‘good’ with our overall rat¬ 
ing for caring and responsive now 
being rated as ‘good’. 

“That is a fantastic achievement 
and goes some way to reflect that 
hard work of all of our staff, de¬ 
spite the fact that the CQC visited 
us during a very busy time in the 
hardest winter the NHS has faced. 

“Whilst our overall rating re¬ 
mains the same as not all services 
were inspected, we are extremely 
pleased that the CQC inspectors 
recognised the major improve¬ 
ments which have been made 
since the last inspection. Many 
more areas have been rated good 
by the inspectors and this is a tes¬ 
tament to the hard work and dedi¬ 
cation of all our staff.” 

A spokesman for the trust said 
the inspection was carried out 
“during the busiest time”. This 
was when the provider was “car¬ 
ing for a record number of very 
sick patients” during the visit, 
which was led by inspection man¬ 
ager Roger James and supported 
by executive reviewer Christine 
Allen.

(11 May) at 9.30am in the 
Florence and Nightingale 
Rooms at Epsom Hospital. 

The time doesn’t appear to be 
on the Hospital’s website - odd 
that. 

I was intrigued by Bob 
Mackison’s take on how ESTH 
might have got the sale of 
hospital land past NHS 
England - by running it by 
them verbally so it wouldn’t 
go on the notes. Following my 


own experiences with Surrey 
County Council, I’m aware of 
such antics - namely, if 
something gets put in writing, 
it is ‘true’, and if it isn’t, it 
never happened. You’ll find a 
good many Minutes follow 
this rule of thumb, and if 
you’ve any meetings with the 
Adult Safeguarding teams, I 
recommend you covertly 
record them. That includes 
any generous and helpful 
‘verbal’ suggestions that you 
might like to get your parent 
back to the family home, or 


that you can move them from 
a failing care home - they’ll 
have no intention of allowing 
this, and if it’s not in writing, 
they never made the 
suggestion. They can, 
however, later accuse you of 
‘absconding’ with your 
parent. Get the Safeguarding 
head’s email address, get it in 
writing - or you will rue the 
day.

BREAKING IN (15): Home is where the heartbreak 
is in James McTeigue’s invasion thriller, which pits 
a grieving and resourceful mother (Gabrielle Union) 
against four criminals, who have taken her daughter 
and son hostage inside her hi-tech childhood home. 
Stripped bare of extraneous plotting and charac¬ 
terisation, Breaking In swiftly establishes the tense 
stand-off between intruders and a family in crisis, 
then delights in turning the tables on the aggressors 
in sweat-drenched skirmishes. McTeigue’s picture 
may not be pretty, punctuated by flashes of mild 
violence, or original, but it is ruthlessly efficient, neatly 
contained with a 90-minute timeframe before the 
house’s compromised security system automatically 
alerts police to a burglary in progress. Ryan Engle’s 
script generates sufficient dramatic momentum to 
sprint through a brisk running time without pausing 
for breath once the desperate mother creates her 
first diversion with firecrackers left over from Fourth 
of July celebrations. Breaking In sets out to gently 
thrill and largely succeeds without breaking the 
characters’ sweat or whitening our knuckles. 
SHERLOCK GNOMES (U): John Stevenson’s 
computer-animated sequel to the 2011 family com¬ 
edy Gnomeo & Juliet is a lacklustre misappropriation 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s private detective. Vocal 
performances fall flat, including Johnny Depp’s 
plummy take on the titular sleuth, and the script clum¬ 
sily incorporates characters and phrases from the 
pages of the books including one throwaway scene 
in a park with a slobbering bulldog, which Holmes al¬ 
ludes to as the hound of the Baskerville family. “Emo¬ 
tion is the enemy of logic,” opines Holmes. Truly, 
emotion has nothing to fear here. James McAvoy 
and Emily Blunt fail to enliven their feuding sweet¬ 
hearts Gnomeo and Juliet, while Jamie Demetriou’s 
arch-nemesis, Machiavellian pie mascot Moriarty, is 
starved of tasty one-liners hard-baked with madness 
and mischief. Sherlock Gnomes is elementary in the 


most unflattering sense. 

REVENGE (18): First-time French writer-director Cor- 
alie Fargeat seizes the exploitation horror subgenre 
by its privates and refuses to let go as she puts a 
feminist slant on the bloodthirsty battle of the sexes 
between a rape victim (Matilda Anna Ingrid Lutz) and 
her attackers, to echo the fiery indignation of the 
MeToo and TimesUp movements. Shot on location in 
Morocco, but set in an unspecified sun-baked wilder¬ 
ness, Revenge gleefully embraces gore-slathered 
visual excess including one whoop-inducing scene 
of the heroine forcibly removing a sliver of glass with 
trembling fingers from her eviscerated foot. The film 
wears its 18 certificate as a badge on honour, spat¬ 
tering the camera lens with bodily fluids, occasionally 
for comic effect like a climactic scene of two charac¬ 
ters slip-sliding uncontrollably down tiled corridors 
coated in glistening crimson. “Women always have 
to put up a fight!” rages one attacker. The aptly titled 
Revenge serves up that courageous, ballsy retaliation 
with lashings of stylistic flair. 

ENTEBBE (12A): The real-life hijacking of an Air 
France flight in June 1976 by members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine, and a 
subsequent rescue mission led by Israeli Defence 
Forces (IDF), are terrific raw ingredients for an edge- 
of-seat geo-political thriller. Director Jose Padilha 
would seem to be the perfect choice to mercilessly 
crank up tension as the fates of terrorists, hostages 
and commandos collide head-on at Entebbe airport 
in Uganda. The award-winning Brazilian filmmaker 
stormed the festival circuit in 2007 with his nerve-jan¬ 
gling debut Elite Squad - a gritty, propulsive portrait 
of crime, punishment and sweat-drenched machismo 
set in the crime-riddled favelas of Rio de Janeiro. 
Regrettably, the qualities that set Elite Squad apart 
more than a decade ago are sorely lacking from 
this crushingly dull modern history lesson penned 
by Gregory Burke. The most exciting element of 


Padilha’s underwhelming film is a contemporary 
performance piece that punctuates all of the turgid 
to and fro. Dancers are expressive and expertly 
choreographed, but the dramatisation that waltzes 
around them is depressingly flat-footed. 

ANON (15): Big Brother is watching us in Andrew 
Niccol’s dystopian thriller, a polished exercise in style 
over substance that promises far more than it deliv¬ 
ers. Anon unfolds in a bleak future where citizens of 
the world are permanently hard-wired to a vast cloud 
network called The Ether, which stores memories, 
visual and audio information as date- and time- 
encoded records. Police detective Sal Frieland (Clive 
Owen) and colleague Charles Gattois (Colm Feore) 
are part of this sharply suited band of crime-fighters, 
who meticulously sift through the Ether under the ae¬ 
gis of Commissioner Joseph Kenik (Iddo Goldberg). 
New world order is thrown into dizzying disarray 
when a hacker called Anon (Amanda Seyfried) finds 
a way to edit timelines and conceal the misdemean¬ 
ours of her wealthy clientele. The script keeps Sey- 
fried’s techno-rebel at arm’s length so there is never 
any danger of us forming an emotional attachment to 


her. She logs in and we tune out. 

TULLY (15): Mother doesn’t know best - she is 
teetering on the precipice of a nervous break¬ 
down - in Jason Reitman’s beautifully crafted and 
bittersweet portrait of modern parenthood. The third 
collaboration between the Montreal-born director 
and screenwriter Diablo Cody, who won an Oscar 
for her exemplary script for Juno, conceals poignant 
home truths behind trademark snappy dialogue and 
a mistimed sleight of hand that leaves a satisfying 
lump in the throat. There is undeniable pleasure in 
unravelling the many layers to Reitman’s delicately 
observed film and the flawed yet deeply sympathetic 
characters, who struggle to articulate their fears to 
each other and prefer to suffer in anguished silence. 
It is not until a 21st century Mary Poppins (Macken¬ 
zie Davis) materialises in the fractured family home, 
and re-energises an exhausted matriarch (Charlize 
Theron) with an endless supply of self-help apho¬ 
risms, that an emotional dam breaks and the words 
and tears cascade. Theron is the picture’s steady 
emotional heartbeat and her raw, unselfconscious 
portrayal nourishes supporting cast.

ARREARS ROWN 


The housing market may have seen some 
depressing figures of late but there’s good 
news about mortgage arrears-they’re at their 
lowest ever. 

Data released by UK Finance shows that in 
the first quarter of 2018 there were 78,800 
homeowner mortgages in arrears of 2.5 per 
cent or more of the outstanding balance. 

That’s eight per cent fewer than in the same 
quarter of the previous year and the lowest 
level since records began in 1994. 

Within the total, there were 24,100 
homeowner mortgages with more significant 
arrears - that’s 10 per cent or more of the 
outstanding balance - but even this was three 
per cent down on the same quarter of the 
previous year. There were 4,500 buy to let 
mortgages in arrears of 2.5 per cent or more; 
this was some six per cent fewer than in the 
same quarter of the previous year. Of these, 
some 1,100 landlords had more significant 
arrears of 10 per cent plus. 

Only 1,200 homeowner mortgaged 


properties were taken into possession in the 
first quarter of 2018 -this is unchanged from 
the same quarter of the previous year. 

“The number of mortgages in arrears is 
at its lowest level since records began while 
possessions remain at a historic low. This 
has been helped by low interest rates and 
lenders supporting borrowers through periods 
of temporary financial difficulty wherever 
possible” explains Jackie Bennett, director of 
mortgages at UK Finance. 

“However, the recent change to Support for 
Mortgage Interest from a benefit to a loan, as 
well as potential pressure on households from 
a future base rate rise, risk causing a reversal 
of this trend as the year goes on” she cautions. 

“Only a small minority of those eligible for 
the SMI loan have taken it up so far. Lenders 
will proactively help borrowers in receipt of 
Support for Mortgage Interest to see if there 
are other ways to make up their payments if 
they do not want to take out the loan” Bennett 
adds.

The deposit insurance 
scheme operates by 
offering tenants monthly 
premiums paid in lieu of 
a deposit.

Currently, a tenant will 
pay the equivalent of 
between 4 -6 weeks’ rent 
to a landlord, which is held 
in a government-approved 
scheme to protect against 
losses incurred during 
the tenancy.

On the other 
hand, many tenants can 
afford monthly payments 
but are unable to save a 
significant amount as a

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.

Champion feeling 



Harriers in 
the medals

Carshalton Athletic player/man¬ 
ager Peter Adeniyi has only just 
begun to contemplate some relaxa¬ 
tion despite leading the club to 
promotion as Bostik South cham¬ 
pions last month. 

The Robins finished their sea¬ 
son top of the tree with 102 points, 
suffering only two league defeats 
during the last six months, and so 
take a place in next season’s Bos¬ 
tik Premier division. 

But Adeniyi hasn’t booked any 
trips to sun-drenched climes or 
fun-filled destinations - yet. 

“I’ve attended some of the play¬ 
off games in our division, watched 
my old club Dulwich Hamlet win 
promotion via their play-off 
and been keeping up with all the 
professional leagues finishing,” he 
said. 

“Plus I’ve already had a meet¬ 
ing with (club chairman) Paul 
Dipre about next season. I’m sure 
I’ll get to taking a break soon but 
thankfully I love football so much 
that none of it feels like a chore.” 

With promotion already as¬ 
sured, Carshalton sealed the title 
with a thumping 7-0 win over VCD 
Athletic on the last day of the sea¬ 
son and Adeniyi claims winning 
any league isn’t a fluke. 

“We had some ups and downs 
but, in the end, we achieved what 
we wanted. Winning a league 
doesn’t happen by accident and 
the players never knew when to 
give up,” he explained. 

“I’m also a believer in football 
writing its own stories. We hit 
three last-minute winners during 
April, all via different players, and 
we only lost two games since the 
start of November - that’s a bit 
crazy really. 

“But the squad were brilliant, 
a fantastic group of players that 


bonded well, and that is a big rea¬ 
son why we got promoted.” 

Six players, including Adeniyi 
himself, shared the seven goals 
against VCD and the 38-year old 
midfielder paid further testament 
to his squad. 

“A result like that wasn’t entire¬ 
ly surprising to me and getting an 
early goal helped it along. It was a 
great way to wrap up the season,” 
Adeniyi smiled. 

“The hardest part for me in 
the lead up to that game was team 


selection. I still had four line¬ 
ups in my mind on the Saturday 
morning. 

“That’s because everyone has 
contributed this season and train¬ 
ing sessions have always been of a 
high standard. I feel fortunate to 
have been in charge of such a fan¬ 
tastic group of players.” 

And, while he starts to consider 
a small break in the close season, 
Adeniyi believes the retention 
and recruitment of players will be 
constantly on his mind. 


“I think most of the players 
already here are good enough to 
play at a higher level, and they’ll 
get a chance to prove it, but there’s 
always a need to keep improving,” 
he said. 

“I’m sure we’ll also get of¬ 
fers for some of our boys but I’m 
hoping most will want to stay and 
continue playing for this club.” 

The fixtures for the new Bostik 
Premier will be released in mid- 
July, with the first games kicking 
off on Saturday 11th August. 


Epsom & Ewell Harriers had a 
successful weekend at the Surrey 
Championships in Kingston tak¬ 
ing home 11 medals across the age 
groups, writes Stuart Flack.
